Labor. 

By Order in’Councll, a set of ten 
principles ‘has been outlined to avert 
labor trouble during the period of the 
war. .These demand fair and reason- 
able standards of wages with bonuses 
where they should apply. Other points 
are: Safeguards for protection of 
health and safety of the workers; no 
strikes dr lockouts, but the settle- 
ments of differences by reference to 
the goverment conciliation services 
or the Industrial Disputes Investiga- 
tion Act; freedom of union orgeniza- 
tion; freedom of negotiation with em- 
ployers hy representatives of such 
unions; scrupulous observance of: ail 
agreements; no coercion or intinnda- 
tion by workers to induce others to 
join unions; suspension of existing 
agreements necessitated by war de- 
mands, to be made only by agreement 
between the partis concrned. The 
Order also suggests that wher: hours 
of work must be extended, add'lional 
shifts beestablished rather than the 
employment of workers, for !cnz 
hours of overtime. 

With the Forces. 

Official figures of the Department 
of National. Defence place the total 
of men under arms and in uniform in 
the Canadian forces at 119,598. Of 
this number 26,087 are now stationed 
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land, the West Indies and Newfound- 
land. In Canada 64.656 are in the 
army, 7,256 in the Navy, and 15,594 
in the Air Force. 

In addition to the 30,000 men now 
being recruited for. the Third and 
Fourth Divisions of the C.A.S.F. and 
other units, authorization was given 
to vrovide for 40,000 more. 

Compulsory training for all Cana- 
dians, vhysically fit and between the 
ages of 18 and 45, has been made 
law bv act of Parliament.

It has been definitely proven that 
the greater the weight the lower the 


proportion to the weight used. This 
type of ballast or wheel weight is 
more effective than attached weights 
because of the reduction of bounce 


over rough ground and the fact that 
'jall pressure is exerted where the tire 
can best use it. 

By increasing the weight on trac- 


tion tires, a higher effective air pres- 
sure may be used with better tire life 
and satisfactory load pulling ability. 
Pressures of 12 and 18 pounds with 
weights are more satisfactory than 
10 pounds air pressure without. the 
weights. Tractor front tires should 
be kept inflated to 30 or 36 pounds 
for best steering results. Tires on 
non-driving wheels do not require li- 
quid ballast except where extra 
weight is necessary to the special de- 
sign. 

Implement tires should always 
carry the full air pressure recom- 
mended by the implement and tire 
manufacturer. Lower air pressure in 
implement tires increases the power 
required to pull them and greatly re- 
duces their life. Keep all rubber tires 
high and dry when not in use, rémove 
the weight by blocking if possible, 
and store them in a dry and dark 
place over winter. 


USING INSECTICIDES 


Insecticides are the substances used 
in the chemical control of insects and 
related pests. They are widely em- 
ployed in every branch of agriculture 
and in tha Prairie Provinces serve not 
only as an effective instrument in re- 
ducing losses in field and garden 
crops but also in_ preventing. serious 
damage to shade trees and shelter- 
belt plantations by many tree pests. 

Generally speaking, insecticides are 
divided into two classes — stomach 
poisons and contact , poisons, states 
Lloyd Peterson, Officer in Charge, 
Dominion Entomological Laboratory. 
Indian Head, Sask. This classifica- 
tion is based on the manner in which 
the insecticides enter the body of a 
pest to cause death. Stomach poi- 
sons, common among which are lead 
arsenate, calcium arsenate and Paris 
green, are only effective if they are 
eaten, whereas contact poisons such 
as nicotin sulphate, pyrethrum, lime 
sulphur and oil emulsions kill only by 
coming in contact with the pest, en- 
tering its breathing pores or penetrat- 
ing the thin membranous portions of 
its skin. ‘ 

The significance of stomach and 
contact poisons, and the importance 
of knowing their limitations becomes 
apparent when it ie considered that 
most plant pests of economic import- 
ance are classed, on a basis of feed- 
ing habits. into two groups—chewing 
forms and piercir.g-sycking forms. 
Chewing pests which include such 
insects as grasshoppers,

not bite portions out of the plants, 
however, but thrust their tube-like 
mouth-parts deep into the tissue and 
suck oul the cell-sap. Against such 
feeders stomach poisons are ineffett- 
ual and contact poisons must be used. 

Where chemical control involves 
the spraying or dusting of plants, it 
is also necessary to know if. the in- 
secticides to be used will injure the 
plant tissues. Nicotine sulphate, 
pyrethrum, dorris and lead arsenate 
may be used without fear of damage 
in most cases. Calcitim arsenate is 
less safe but if applied with care and 
diluted with hydrated lime, will sel- 
dom cause serious injury except to 
the most delicate plants. Paris green, 
however, may burn the foliage and 
should be used with extrerne caution 
except on very hardy plants. 

The problem of insecticidal residue 
is important if treated plants are to 
be used as food for man or beast. 
Lead arsenate, calcium arsenate, and 
Paris green leave poisonous deposits 
which ars comparatively safe in this 
respect. : 

There are also factors of cost and 
application. Where large amounts of 
insecticide are heeded, and if a stom- 
ach poison can be used it will usually 
be found to be the most economical 
If, however, the pest to be controlled, 
infests only a small namber of plants | 
and it is desirable to check the in-; 
jury at once, a contact spray will give | 
the quickest and most satisfactory 
results.

Installed for the purpose of hand- 
ling a]l applications for War Savings 
Certificates with speed and accuracy, 
these machines are operated by a spe- 
cially trained staff of some forty peo- 
ple and can handle up to 10,000 ap- 
plications, and issue as many certifi- 
cates, in a single day. 

When an application for a War Sav- 
ings Certificate is received at the 
Bank of Canada, the envelope is not 
a open in the usual way by an of- 
fice boy armed with a. blunt knife. 
|Certainly not. The job is done in the 
| modern manner—with a machine. 
|This envelope opener looks something 
like a bacon slicer and slits through 
scores of envelopes in the twinkling 
of an eye. 

From this “opening machine” the 
application, with its remittance, is 
passed to a staff of checkers who see 
that the amount of your remittance 
agrees with the sum stated on your 
application form, The money is then 
turned over to the teller and the ap- 
plication form to a staff of girls who 
operate a battery of “punching ma- 
chines”. 

These machines look like typewrit- 
ers but they are far more than that. 
Into them are fed special cards. On 
these cards the girls type the name 
and address of the registered owner 
shown on the application form, as

WAR BUDGET 
BRINGS NO PROTESTS 


Civilian Canada marshalled its dol- 
lars Thursday for an economic salvo 
in the war against Nazis and Fas- 
cists. 

When Finance Minister Ralston an- 
nounced his wartime budget in the 
commons at Ottawa there was scarce- 
ly a home in the dominion that was 
not jolted into a new realization of 
the war’s seriousness. 


Wider income taxes brought out 
inew’ contributors to the gove 
coffers and raised the impost fo 
others. A national defence tax start- 
ing at two per cent. was applied to 
everyone with a yearly salary of more 
than $600 in the case of single’ per- 
sons or $1,200 in the case of married. 


About 20 cents went to meet debt 
charges, six cents for Canadian Na- 
tional Railway deficits, 4% cents for 
old age pensions, eight cents for war 
and military pensions and the treat- 
ment and care of returned soldiers. 

Other outlays, including expendi- 
tures of the different government de- 
partments, subsidies to the provinces 
and relief accounted for the rest of 
the dollar. 

The sales tax was the biggest single 
revenue producer, contributing 24% 
cents out of every dollar collected, 
The income tax was a close second, 
contributing 24 cents. Custom im- 
port duties contributed 18% cents; 
excise duties, 11; other taxes, 5% 
cents arid non-tax revenues, including 
special receipts, credits and refunds 
make up the balance.

“The Home Front” pictures women 
doing their part for Canada at war 
offices and factories, hospitals and 
homes, in town and on the farm. Pro- 
bationers study the art of nursing. 
Voluntary workers, provide knitted 
goods and hospital supplies of all 
kinds.
